With this issue of the Weekly Report two changes are initiated, the 
one being that effect is given for statistical purposes to the recent extension 
of Glasgow and to the annexation to that town of two of the other towns, 
Govan and Partick, hitherto dealt with separately in these reports, and the 
other being that a correction of the death statistics is made for deaths of 
non-residents occurring within the towns and for deaths of town residents 
occurring elsewhere in Scotland. The first of these changes calls for no 
explanation. The second is oue which has long been considered in this 
Department, and its introduction has only been delayed pending the 
satisfactory solution of the difficulties of collecting complete information 
regarding the deaths of town residents occurring outwith their proper towns, 
It is a change universally desired by those interested in public health 
statistics, as death-rates thus corrected are more strictly comparable, and as 
the collection of the information is now arranged for, it can now be given 
effect to. 

A result of these changes is that the usual comparisons with previous 
figures cannot be made, but of course this will not long continue. 

Births registered in the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland during 
the week ending 4th January 1913 numbered 1132, deaths 774, and 
marriages 1742. Deaths of non-residents occurring in these towns numbered 
33, and of residents of these towns, occurring elsewhere in Scotland, 22, 
and thus the number of deaths to be dealt with statistically is 763. The 
equivalent annual birth-rate is 26:1 per thousand of the estimated aggregate 
population of these towns, and the equivalent annual death-rate (corrected) 
17°6 per thousand. 

The death-rate of the week in these towns ranged from 24-0 in Leith, 
23°3 in Dundee, and 22°8 in Greenock, to 9'l1 in Kirkcaldy, 10°8 in 
Hamilton, and 12°2 in Ayr. In Motherwell the death-rate of the week 
was 20°4, in Aberdeen 20°3, in Perth 19°3, in Coatbridge 19°2, in Glasgow 
17-1, in Clydebank 17:1, in Falkirk 16°1, in Edinburgh 15°6, in Paisley 
14:0, and in Kilmarnock 13°5. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 66, and are equal to an annual death-rate 
from these causes of 1°5 per thousand. These deaths include 5 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, 13 from diphtheria, 29 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
enteric fever, and 11 from the diarrhceas of childhood. The death-rate 
from these causes was highest in Motherwell, 7°6, Coatbridge, 3:6, Dundee, 
2°2, and Greenock, 2°0. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 167, and 
constituted 21°9 per cent. of the total. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 169, and of 
persons of sixty-five and over 185. 

The mean temperature for the Eight Towns was 42°:5, being 1°°5 above 
that for the previous.week, and 0°-1 above that for the corresponding week 
of 1912. The mean rainfall was 0°74 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,400, there were registered during the week 
ending llth January 1913 the births of 1237 living children, the deaths 
of 749 persons, and 480 marriages, Deaths of non-residents registered 
in these towns numbered 34, and of residents of these towns, registered 
elsewhere in Scotland, 33, and thus the corrected number of deaths is 748. 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28°6, and the death-rate 17°3 per 
thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 2°5 above that of the previous week, but 
the death-rate of the week is 0°3 less than that of the previous week. 

The death-rate in these towns ranged from 22°8 in Greenock, 22°3 in 
Perth, and 21:1 in Dundee, to 7°6 in Ayr, 88 in Falkirk, and 12°2 in 
Paisley. In aberdeen it was 20-3, in Leith 19°5, in Kilmarnock 18°0, in 
Hamilton 17°6, in Glasgow 17°4, in Edinburgh 15°8, in Clydebank 14:6, 
in Coatbridge 14:4, in Kirkcaldy 14:3, and in Motherwell 12:7. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 57, are 9 fewer than in the previous week, 
and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1°3 per 
thousand. These deaths include 3 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 10 
from diphtheria, 30 from whooping-cough, and 7 from the diarrhceas of 
childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous week, deaths from 
the diarrhoeas of childhood are 4 fewer, from diphtheria 3 fewer, and from 
measles 2 fewer, but those from whooping-cough are 1 more, and from 
scarlet fever 2 more. In the previous week there were 3 deaths from enteric 
fever, in this week there were none. The death-rate from these causes 
was highest in Motherwell, 6°4; in Perth, 4°5; and in Hamilton, 4:1. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 148, and 
are 19 fewer than in the previous week, 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 139, and are 
30 fewer than in the previous ‘week, Deaths of persons of sixty-five and 
over numbered 192, and are 7 more than in the previous week. 

The mean temperature in the first eight towns named in the Table was 
42°-0, being 0°:5 below that for the preceding week, but 3°°6 above that for 
the corresponding week of 1912. The mean rainfall was 0°85 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,400, there were registered during the week 
ending 18th January 1913 the births of 1211 living children, the deaths 
of 803 persons, and 166 marriages. Deaths of non-residents registered 
in these towns numbered 46, and of residents of these towns, registered 
elsewhere in Scotland, 45, and thus the corrected number of deaths is 802. 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28:0 per thousand, and the equivalent 
annual death-rate 18°5 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°6 less than that of the previous week, 
but is 0°6 more than the mean of the birth-rates of the two previous weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 1:2 more than that of the previous week, and 
1:0 more than the mean of the death-rates of the two preceding weeks. 

The death-rate of the week ranged from 27°5 in Ayr, 25°5 in Greenock, 
and 20-7 in Paisley, to 13°5 in Hamilton and Kilmarnock, and 15:3 in 
Motherwell. In Kirkcaldy it was 19°5, in Clydebank 19°5, in Coatbridge | 
19-2, in Dundee 18:9, in Glasgow 18°5, in Leith 18-2, in Perth-17°8, in ” 
Aberdeen 17-7, in Edinburgh 17:1, and in Falkirk 16:1. | 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 64, are 7 more than in the previous week, 
and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1°5 per 
thousand. These deaths include 1 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 10 
from diphtheria, 36 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 10 from 
the diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous 
week, deaths from whooping-cough are 6 more, from the diarrhoas of 
childhood 3 more, and from enteric fever 2 more, but those from diphtheria 
are of the same number, and those from measles and scarlet fever are each 
2fewer. The death-rate from these causes was highest in Motherwell, 2°5 ; 
in Clydebank, 2°4; and in Glasgow, 2:1. 

Two deaths from cerebro-spinal meningitis were registered in Glasgow 
during the week. No deaths from small-pox were registered. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 162, and 
are 14 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 142, and are 
3 more than in the previous week. Deaths of persons of over sixty-five 
numbered 214, and are 22 more than in the previous week. 

The mean temperature in the first eight towns named in the Table was 
33°-7, being 8°-3 below that for the previous week, and 4°-4 below that for 
the corresponding week of 1912. The mean rainfall was 0°69 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,400, there were registered during the week 
ending 25th January 1913 the births of 1222 living children, the deaths 
of 878 persons, and 174 marriages. Deaths of non-residents registered 
in these towns numbered 43, and of residents of these towns, registered 
elsewhere in Scotland, 40, and thus the corrected number of deaths is 875. 
The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28:2 per thousand, and the equivalent 
annual death-rate 20°2 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°2 more than that of the previous weék, 
and 0°6 more than the mean of the birth-rates of the three preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 1:7 more than that of the previous week, and 
2°4 more than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate of the week ranged from 26°5 in Coatbridge, 25°5 in 
Greenock, and 24°6 in Leith, to 10°5 in Kilmarnock, 12°7 in Motherwell, 
and 13°2 in Falkirk. In Glasgow it was 22°3, in Dundee 20°4, in Kirkcaldy 
19°5, in Aberdeen 18°7, in Edinburgh 17:7, in Paisley 15°8, in Ayr 15:3, 
in Clydebank 14°6, in Hamilton 13:5, and in Perth 13-4. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 80, are 16 more than in the previous week, 
and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1°8 per 
thousand. These deaths include 1 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 13 
from diphtheria, 40 from whooping-cough, 1 from enteric fever, and 20 from 
the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous 
week, deaths from the diarrhceas of childhood are 10 more, from whooping- 
cough 4 more, and from diphtheria 3 more, but those from scarlet fever 
and measles are of the same number, and those from enteric fever 1 fewer. 
The death-rate from these causes was highest in Leith, 3°2; Glasgow, 2°7 ; 
and Coatbridge, 2°4. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 188, and 
are 26 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 157, and are 
15 more than in the previous week; and those of persons of sixty-five 
and over numbered 244, and are 30 more than in that week. 

The mean temperature in the first eight towns named in the Table was 
35°-0, being 1°-3 above that for the previous week, and 0°°2 above that for 
the corresponding week of 1912. The mean rainfall was 0-90 inch.

Deaths of non-residents registered 
in these towns numbered 47, and of residents of these towns, registered 
elsewhere in Scotland, numbered 40, and thus the correeted number of 
deaths of the week is 874. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 27-7 per 
thousand, and the equivalent annual death-rate 20°2 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°5 less than that of the previous week, 
and 0°6 less than the mean of the birth-rates of the three preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is the same as that of the previous week, but is 
1°5 more than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate of the week in these towns ranged from 31°7 in Clyde- 
bank, 31°2 in Perth, and 26°5 in Coatbridge, to 9°0 in Kilmarnock, 14°6 in 
Falkirk, 14°8 in Greenock, and 14°9 in Leith. In Glasgow it was 22:7, in 
Paisley 20°7, in Motherwell 19-1, in Dundee 18-2, in Aberdeen 17:7, in 
Kirkcaldy 16-9, in Edinburgh 16°8, in Hamilton 16°2, and in Ayr 15:3. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 74; they are 6 fewer than in the previous 
week, and are equal to an annual death-rate from these causes of 1'7 per 
thousand. These deaths include 3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 6 
from diphtheria, 55 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 5 from 
the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous 
week, deaths from the diarrhoeas of childhood are 15 fewer, from diphtheria 
7 fewer, and from scarlet fever 3 fewer, but those from measles and enteric 
fever are each 2 more, and from whooping-cough 15 more. The death-rate 
from these causes was highest in Motherwell, 6°4; in Perth, 4°5; and in 
Coatbridge, 3°6.. One death was registered from cerebro-spinal meningitis 
during the week. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 221, and 
are 33 more than in the previous week, | 

Deaths. of children of less than one year old numbered 181, and are 24 
more than in the previous week ; and those of persons of sixty-five years of 
age and upwards numbered 224, and are 20 fewer than in that week. 

Deaths from violent causes numbered 31, and are 4 more than in the 
previous week, 

The mean temperature in the first eight towns named in the Table was 
36°-5, being 1°-5 above that for the previous week, and 6°°2 above that for 
the corresponding week of 1912, The mean rainfall was 1-48 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
ageregate population of 2,260,200, there were registered during the week 
ending 8th February 1913 the births of 1165 living children, the deaths 
of 914 persons, and 330 marriages. Deaths of non-residents registered 
in these towns during the week numbered 57, and of residents of these 
towns, registered elsewhere in Scotland, 43, and thus the corrected number 
of deaths of the week is 900. The equivalent annual birth-rate’ is 26°9 
per thousand of the estimated population, and the equivalent annual death- 
rate 20°8 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°8 less than that of the previous week, 
and 1*1 less than the mean of the birth-rates of the three- preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 0°6 more than that of the previous week, and 
1°2 more than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate of the week in these towns ranged from 29-0 in Ayr, 
25°3 in Perth, and 24°9 in Falkirk, to 10°5 in Kilmarnock, 11°7’ in Kirk- 
caldy, and 14°6 in Clydebank. In Leith it was 24-0, in Glasgow 22:2, in 
Motherwell 21:6, in Aberdeen 21:5, in Coatbridge 20°4, in Greenock 19:5, 
in Edinburgh 19°2, in Dundee 18°9, in Hamilton 18°9, and in Paisley 15°8.

Compared with the returns of the previous week, deaths from 
diphtheria are 6 more, from the diarrheeas of childhood 5 more, from scarlet 
fever 3 more, from-.measles 2. more, and from enteric fever 1 more, but 
those from whooping-cough are 3 fewer. The death-rate from these causes 
was highest in Coatbridge, 4°8; Hamilton, 4:1; Motherwell, 3°8; and Leith, 
3°2.

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 214, and 
are 7 fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 164, and are 17 
fewer than in the previous week; and those of persons of over sixty-five 
numbered 240, and are 16 more than in that week. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 34, and are 3 more than 
in the previous week. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
49°-4, being 5°-9 above that for the previous week, and 7°:4 above that for 
the corresponding week of 1912.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,600, there were registered during the week 
ending 22nd March 1913 the births of 1032 living children, the deaths of 805 
persons, and 268 marriages. Deaths of non-residents registered in these 
towns numbered 41, and of residents of these towns registered elsewhere 
in Scotland, 31, and thus the corrected number of deaths of the week 
is 795. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 23°8 per thousand, and the 
equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, 18°4 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 4'1 less than that of the previous week, 
and.2°7 less than the mean of the birth-rates of the three preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 0-4 less than that of the previous week, and 
1:4 less than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks. 

The death-rate of the week in these towns ranged from 20°8 in 
Leith, 20°5 in Aberdeen, and 20°1 in Greenock, to 4:1 in Hamilton, 9°8 
in Clydebank, and 12°0 in Kilmarnock, In Glasgow it was 19°5, in Paisley 
19°5, in Perth 19°3, in Edinburgh 17:8, in Dundee 17:0, in Kirkcaldy 16°9, . 
in Coatbridge 16°8, in Ayr 16°8, in Falkirk 16-1, and in Motherwell 14:0. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 88, and are 2 more than in the previous 
week, The death-rate from these causes is 2'0 per thousand, ‘These 
deaths include 5 from measles, 5 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 
55 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 18 from the diarrhceas 
of childhood. Compared with the returns of the previous week, deaths 
from diphtheria are 6 fewer, and from measles 1 fewer, but those from the 
diarrheeas of childhood are 1 more, from scarlet fever 1 more, from enteric 
fever 2 more, and from whooping-cough 5 more. The death-rate from these 
causes was highest in Leith, 4°5; Falkirk, 4:4; Aberdeen, 2°9; and 
Glasgow, 2°5. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 166, and 
are 22 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 174, and those ~ 
of persons of over sixty-five, 195; the former are 18 more than in the 
previous week, but the latter are 10 fewer. 

Deaths ascribed to violent causes numbered 25, and are 3 more than 
in the previous week. - 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
38°°5, being 2°:7 below that for the previous week, and 2°-6 below that for 
the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 1-42 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,600, there were registered during the week 
ending 29th March 1913 the births of 1218 living children, the deaths of 741 
persons, and 449 marriages, Deaths of non-residents registered in these 
towns numbered 38, and of residents of these towns registered elsewhere 
in Scotland, 41, and thus the corrected number of deaths for the week 
is 744, The equivalent annual birth-rate is 28°1 per thousand, and the 
equivalent annual death-rate, corrected, is 17°2 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 4:3 more than that of the previous week, 
and is 2°3 more than the mean of the birth-rates of the three preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 1-2 less than that of the previous week, and 
1°8 less than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks.

These deaths include 9 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
7 from diphtheria, 44 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric fever, and 17 
from the diarrhcas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the 
previous week, deaths from whooping-cough are 11 fewer, from scarlet 
fever 2 fewer, and from the diarrhoas of childhood 1 fewer, but those from 
énteric fever are 1 more, and from measles and diphtheria both 4 more. 
The death-rate from these causes was highest in Falkirk, 4:4; Leith, 3°9 ;

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 154, and 
are 12 fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 143, and those 
of persons over sixty-five, 184; the former are 31, and the latter 11, 
fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths ascribed to violent causes numbered 17, and are 8 fewer than 
in the previous week. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
41°-4, being 2°-9 above that for the previous week, but 3°°8 below that for 
the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°65 inch.

In the Sixteen Principal Towns of Scotland, which have an estimated 
aggregate population of 2,259,600, there were registered during the week 
ending 5th April 1913 the births of 1256 living children, the deaths of 741 
persons, and 421 marriages. Deaths of non-residents registered in these 
towns numbered 44, and those of residents of these towns registered elsewhere 
in Scotland, 47, and thus the corrected number of deaths for the week 
is 744. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 29-0 per thousand, and the

Deaths of non-residents 
of these towns registered in them during the week numbered 46, and of 
residents of these towns registered elsewhere in Scotland, 28, and thus the 
corrected number of deaths is 701, The equivalent annual birth-rate is 
24°0 per thousand, and the equivalent annual death-rate 16°2 per thousand. 

The birth-rate of the week is 0°1 more than that of the previous week, 
but is 1-1 less than the mean of the birth-rates of the three preceding weeks. 
The death-rate of the week is 2°2 more than that of the previous week, 
and 2°0 more than the mean of the death-rates of the three preceding weeks. 

In the individual towns the death-rate of the week varied from 21:4 in 
Ayr, 19°5 in Greenock, 19°5 in Kirkcaldy, and 19°3 in Perth, to 7°6 in 
Motherwell, 10°5 in Kilmarnock, and 11°0 in Clydebank.

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, those named in columns 14 
to 19 of the Table, numbered 84, and are 29 more than in the previous 
week. The equivalent annual death-rate from these causes is 1:9 per 
thousand. These deaths include 36 from measles; 9 from scarlet fever ; 
10 from diphtheria ; 3 from whooping-cough ; 5 from enteric fever; and 21 
from the diarrhoeas of childhood. Compared with the returns of the 
previous week, deaths from measles are 25 more, from enteric fever 5 more, 
and from the diarrhceas of childhood 2 more, but the numbers of deaths 
from scarlet fever, diphtheria, and whooping-cough are each 1 less. 
Relatively high death-rates from these causes occurred in Clydebank, 6:1 ; 
in Aberdeen, 3°2; in Paisley, 3°0; and in Perth, 3:0. Three deaths were 
registered from cerebro-spinal meningitis, two of them occurring in Glasgow 
and one in Dundee. 

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 97, and 
are 13 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 148, and of 
persons of over sixty-five, 148.

Compared 
with the returns of the previous week, deaths from measles are 13 more, 
from diphtheria 2 more, and from the diarrhceeas of childhood 2 more, but 
those from whooping-cough are 6 fewer, and from scarlet fever 4 fewer. 
Relatively high death-rates from these causes occurred in Greenock, 6:7 ; Pee 
Motherwell, 5:1; and in Aberdeen, 2°6. 

‘Deaths he pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 184, and 
are 17 more than in the previous week. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 196, and of 
persons of over sixty-five, 200. The former are 3 and the latter 44 more 
than in the previous week, 

_ Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 30, and are 1 fewer than 
in the previous week. 

The mean temperature for the first eight towns named in the Table was 
35°6, being 3°°8 below that for the previous week, and 6°-9 below that for 
the corresponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°11 inch. 
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
